Among the many eflurts ma.le to 
subdue I he rabbit pest, none has more 
signallv failed than the introduction of 
rcats, which, from the days of the .Mar- 
•quia of Carrabas down to the present 
time, have proved muoIi .suecessful rab 
biters on their own account. In New 
yi^ealand, however (where so many 
things go bv contraries), iliey seem to 
object to sport, and to prefer a purely 
domestic life. 

In Victoria it was at first lio[ied that 
the native cat, which is a kind of 
weasel, woiiid have proved a nsrful ally; 
but, strange to say, it at once frnlern- 
i/,ed wilh the rabbits, and now these 
singular friends aro said to share the 
same burrow.s. All luaiiner of remedies 
have been tried and Kuceex.-ividy given 
up as useless in the fm e of so wide- 
spread an evil. The e.ictent of the 
ravages could searndy be credited were 
it not for the clear statistics of the 
Rabbit .Vui.saiice (.'ominittee. Thu.s, 
in South Canterbury, New Zealand, 
Messrs. Cargill and Anderson state 
that in the previous year tiiey had kill- 
ed 500,000 rabbits by poi.son, and in 
rlie following spring t.lieir .sheep run 
was just as deiisidy peopled \i) them 
as (!Vor. Mr. Kitchen says that he 
kept nearly a hundred men working as 
rabbit-killers for four monihs, and 
actually cleared his la ml. \'ery .soon, 
however, new-comers arrival, and 
.entered into [lossession of this vacent 
tract, and now they are worse than 
ever. 

Still the plague sjireads, and the 
•whole land is more ur l"ss iufesteil 
with tlu! pest, and many districts are 
reduced to mere warrens, on which 
it is impossible to fcetl sheep at all. 
jVfanv sheep farmers lia\ e been forced 
to abandon riins of from lo,000 to Iti,- 
000 acres. Mr. 1^. Campbi'll has been 
compelled to abandon 2aO,(J0O acres! 
In one year ho expended £3,000 in 
the endeavors to clear about half his 
land.

The.ie are aciordiiigly be 
ing collected in Bengal and .^ent tu the 
Zoological (Jardeiia in Calcutta, whence 
when a hundred coiiplea have been se- 
I'ured, tiiey will he dispatched to their 
new homes, where we may well wish 
them Huecess.

In llic otliBr provinct:s 
license diHtricta will bt; identical with the 
electoriiil divisions. In liritiah Columbia 
the districts of Cariboo, New Westminster, 
Viiiicouvt'f, Victoria and Ytile will be li- 
cciiacd disti icla. .\ license inspector to alt 
with the iniiyor and coiinly ootirt judge in 
the cities ami wiili the county conrt jtid;,'e 
uiid a jiisttcti in the cuntry distiicts will 
bo appointed . The tiiolio calhs the act 
bogus and declares thut itcaii never be en- 
forced. The Jlnil i.s otjiially confident 
that it will stand the teal be- 
fore the Sn[jreirn: (;wiut. It bays;- 
"Thoro is the decision of the Supreme 
Court of Kow Urun.iwick ; the docisnm of 
the Supruiiio Court of Canada; the decis- 
ion of the tjiueen's Bench and Court of 
Appeal of (Jntario, and twn ilcti.-nons of 
the Privy Council uf liugland all recog. 
iiizing in the [jlainest possible way the 
sole and supieme ri!;ht of ilti; Doiiiiiiioii 
Oovernnieiit to control the liniiur irtttlic 
as u matter of trade and coinraercu. " The 
Mowat Oovernment will resist to the bit- 
ter end tlio e!iforceiii"iit of the act antl 
will continue to licen.-^e hnnses until the 
case has been hoard and decided in iMig- 
land. The other provinces will laobably 
follow the example of Onlai ill and a year 
or two may elap.se before the matter will 
bo decided.

Hon. Mr. Smilhu moved the second 
reading of a bill to coiaolidate the land 

lawa. He aaid that while avoiding inter | 
feroiice willi the iire-emption prniciplo of i 
the late act the govornuKuil had endeav- 
ored to simplify tlio iire-eiiiptioii clauses ' 
by [dacing them under one heading instead 
of sopanite heading as in tho prosnnt act. 
Bo hud also succeeded in shortening the 
act. For surveyed as well as for unaur- 
veyed lamia one dollar an acre payable in 
four annual inatalmeiita would be charged 
actual settlors after they luid resided on 
tho land for a certain period and had 
made improvements of tho value of if'J.^iO 
per acre. In the case of uiiaurveyed lands 
the last payment need not bo made until 
the land has been surveyed; but in tho 
case of surveyed lands tlie last payment 
must bo made at tho end of four year.i. 
Tho circnmat ancos of the country had so 
far change J of late that a largo influx of 
people to .settle on the lands was about to 
take place. It was necosaary, llier.-fore, 
that spCCUhi'ini) in the public domain 
should be checked so that the iiicommi; 
Dopiilatinn would nut be placed at the 
incrcy of tliat clas.s. The price of unsur- 
veycd lands to niiuciilutoi n haci boeii lixod 
at an acre. With i'?i"oronee to tini- 

bjOr lands tho price would be the samo as 
for agricultural lands, so that our lumber- 
men would not be placed at a disadvan- 
tage with lumbermen on the American 
side. An iin[)ortant ch;ingi~ had been 
mudo in the iiiatler of coal lands whicli 
were now offered at SIO an acre. Tliese 
svould be reduced to $2.50 uii acre and a 
royalty of 5 or 10 cents a ton ciiarged. 
Under the act respecting coal hinds, pass- 
ed in 1870, not a sinele person ha^l paid 
the $10 an acre for that description of 
land. Mine owners had p.iid from $lVO 
to i;2l)0 an acre to private parties for 
land that was known to contain coal; but 
the act of 1879 had not been taken ad- 
vantage of in a single instance. A coal 
prospecting act was passed last .soaaion to 
enable persons to prospect land for ooal, for 
which they would be charged !J10 an acre. 
A great many liceu.soa had boon issued, 
but there had been no aaloa. Tho loyalty 
arrangement, he boliovod, would insure a 
considerable revenue to tho province, es- 
timated at tho rale of g'JOt) iiii acre.
